Put the caſe that a wicked man, pooze, and de⸗ 
ſtitute of all helpe, were fallen into a mire, 
whence out he coulde by no meanes raile vp 
him ſelfe, and that ſome young Pꝛince paſſing 
that way,tooke the paines to dꝛawe him out of 
this ditche, to make him cleane, to cloathe him 
with go2geous and pꝛecious apparell: if this 
wicked man, and pooꝛe miſerable caytife fall

Seeing then that it is ſo, that the end ok our 
redemption, baptiſme, and iuſtiſication requi⸗ 
reth of vs to abſtaine from ſinne, ( fo far faoꝛth 
as poſſibly we may, and our fleſhly inſirmitie 
will ſuffer) we mult take all paines and dili⸗ 
gence by the bertue of the ſpirit of God, to caſt 
cut from vs al fouleneſſe and küthine le, Idola⸗ 
trie, blaſphemie , rebellion, hatred , murder, 
whozedome , theft, and vſurie „and all other 
thinges contrarie to the holy Lawe, if we will

Chzitt, and open enimies of his Churche , and 
our owne ſaluation. But becaule it is not ſuf 
ficient fo2 the inducing of a true and healthfull 
repentance,to acknowledge our miſerie, to abs 
bore it, to confeſle it, and to abſtaine from it, 
but we muſk alſo know, deſire, and do that good 
which God commaundeth in his woozbe : we 


muſt conſider the argument which oughte ear
